The lineage Salem began the turbulent mid- 
15th Century, era torn religious unrest and refor- 
Mation. was this era that John Hus, among other 
Protestant reformationists, cried out against the Roman 
Church; was accused heresy, and promptly dispatched 
way the stake. 

was, fact, the followers John Hus who 
formed the ancient Moravian sect Unitas Fratrum, 
which was later crushed the Romanists 1620. 

The roots the Unitas Fratrum sect were trans- 
Planted from Moravia Saxony 1722, and there 
nourished the ancient doctrines Hus. The Unitas 
Fratrum, Unity Brethren, they called them- 
selves, believed that “Service was the keynote living. 
They felt that needed service was

pot-bellied stove, the long counters either side filled 
with goods every sort from spools thread rock 
candy, the sacks hard lumpy sugar, and the barrels 
and boxes dried fruit that mom used have buy 
for Sunday desserts?

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ADDITIONAL NOTES THE RAKE 


Few men are living today who remember the old 
machines used the early Tyringham rake shops. 
oscillating planer was crude indeed. Children were fas- 
cinated the ribbon-like, curled shavings that came from 
and loved play the great piles wood ribbons. 
Workmen took sacks them home kindle their wood 
fires. <The bench about long and 30” high held os- 
cillating steel bed that carried two parallel tracks with 
inch elevation between them. each track was 
crosswise slot that held One cutter was 
straight, the other concave. The straight cutter was 
for planing the square head stock three sides, one side 
time. The concave one did the work shaper, 
rounding and smoothing the top the head after the 
tenoned teeth had been driven and the projections saw- 
off. The workman held the rake head the teeth, 
top side down, and pressed against the oscillating cut- 
ter bed. Back and forth went the cutter, the operator 
pressing little more one end, the same the other, 
gauging the shape the pressure. Then holding the 
head line with his eye squinted along the length 
see there was the same thickness each end. 
not, back went, another shaving here, another there, 
thinner the ends, thicker the center. The chug, 
chug, chug the planer bed, the man rhyming his pres- 
ure with the chug the razor-sharp cutter made never- 
to-be-forgotten music the ears child. The prin- 
ciple the machine was like inverted hand plane. 
each end the bench, over the bed, was rack. The 
one the right held the rough stock, the one the left 
held after the operation. The exposed slot between the 
racks was the length rake head, 27” with small stop 
each end close the racks. the right was large 
wheel, probably 36” 42” diameter, line with the 
bed. This wheel pulley held pitman, fastened with 
pin about 18” off center which connected with the flat 
bed. This revolving arm pushed then pulled the cutter 
bed. This wheel was connected with counter shafting 
which led off the main line shafting. After the tooth- 
head was shaped was tipped endwise against the 
concave cutter rounding each end the rake head. 


The early handle lathe, powered water that re- 
placed the foot-treadle lathe difficult describe. This 
had revolving chuck fastened the left end the 
bench; about beyond, the opposite end was move- 
able steady rest and cutter tool holder. tail 
stock was driven with mallet into the chuck, the steady 
rest moved forward the head stock. means 
rope that wound and unwound from the cutter holder 
wheel below the bench, the operator manipulation 
lever that controlled this rope, pulled the cutter holder 
forward down the ways track the length the revolv- 
ing stock. Immediately following down the ways came 
the portable hinged clamp carrying sharp cutter inside, 
held hand over the revolving rough turned stick, 
better smooth the rough turning. After this operation 
another similar tool was clamped hand over the still 
revolving handle and pushed back and forth, shaping 
the man held longer lighter certain points.

this the handles rolled against one another polish the 
last remaining sliver roughness. What thunderous 
noise made! 

After two hours tumbling the handles were ready 
for the boring machine. just beyond the bend, 
two three holes were drilled for the bows pass 
through the last operation before assembling with 
the other parts the rakes. 

The planed heads were bored for the teeth with 
single pod bit horizontal chuck. square tooth 
stock was first turned, then tenoned, then dried small 
tight room with wood stove the center and last 
driven with mallet into the head. Each process the 
construction the wood hand rake was slow and labor- 
ious. All the cutters and pod bits were forged, tem- 
pered and shaped the rake shop.

recent meeting the Association, one our 
members objected the date tool exhibi- 
tion, pointing out that had copy Peter Nichol- 
son’s Companion,” printed Philadelphia 
1845, which showed the identical implement. 

The tool question was properly dated 1811-1812. 
The director’s data had been properly searched and the 
label was correct. Our member was intelligent and be- 
lieved was right; his copy Mr. Nicholson’s justly 
famous volume with excellent plates tools the 
various trades was dated Philadelphia 1845. His mis- 
take was quite natural. didn’t realize that this 1845 
edition was American piracy Mr. Nicholson’s 
Exercises,” London, 1812. The plates and 
text had been copied exactly, except for substitution 
the New York building code for the London code 
1812! publisher’s statement that this 1845 
volume, its plates, were originally published Lon- 
don 1811-12. 

Literary piracy flourished during this part the 
century, and any student crafts and trades should 
aware this great American industry. The inter- 
national copyright controversy followed and laws were 
passed straighten out such questionable ethics. How- 
ever, you are interested dating craftsmens’ tools, 
sure not only the publication date your refer- 
ence, but its original source. matter fact, many 
implements and tools showed little change between 1812 
and 1845, and the date manufacture individual 
piece would have depend its provenience and local 
knowledge its manufacture NOT plate 
any book.

Serving officers with Mrs. Crowninshield, pres- 
ident, will Mrs. Place, vice-president and secretary, 
and Mr. Carpenter, treasurer. Mr. Carpenter also 
will chairman the special Wayside Inn Committee, 
which Richard Howland, president the National 
Trust, the first nine other members appointed. 

The Inn, made famous Longfellow’s Tales 
Wayside Inn, was purchased 1923 the late Henry 
Ford, grandfather William Clay Ford, who has been 
president the Inn since 1952.

Recent- 
there has been considerable conjecture what the 
pieces actually are. Identification has centered into two 
categories. Some persons have maintained that the two 
implements are Swingling Knives used Flax Breaking 
while others, equally convinced their identification, 
and pointing out that the blade edges the imple- 
ments show absolutely wear, say they are bed smooth- 
ers for feather beds. The picture marked 600 has been 
temporarily catelogued bed smoother, American 
Manufacture, and the 18th Century made 
maple with square maple blade, and projecting 
rounded handle which has been bored for hanging.
